This year effective political

The states are Texas, Florida, 
Louisiana, © Mississippi, South 
Carolina, Alabama, Georgia and 
Virginia. (Their plan is based 
on the probability of Senator 
Taft or Governor Warren of Cal- 
ifornia as the GOP nominee.) 

They will not walk out of the 
summer convention if Harry Tru- 
man is nominated. They will 
cast their votes for Sen. Richard 
B. Russell. At a later date they 
will bolt the party and hold 
their own convention at which 
they will nominate, as a Demo- 
crat, a slate headed by Gov. 
Allan Shivers of Texas. With 
Mr. Truman running, Governor 
Shivers would be expected to 
carry the eight states involved. 

-So, with eight states going 
for a third candidate, they would 
then face the electoral college. 
(It is not a system such as the 
iniquitous county unit system in 
Georgia.) The electoral college 
vote is actually based on popu- 
lation. Thus New. York . state 
has 47 electoral votes, Pennsyl- 
vania 35, Illinois 28, California 
25, and so on. 

The electoral college meets on 
the first Monday after the sec- 
ond Wednesday in December fol- 
lowing the voting in November. 
Constitutionally an elector may 
vote for whom he pleases if he 
wishes to violate his pledge made 
at the time he becomes a party 
candidate as elector. 

The college votes only once 
and the certificates are certified 
by states and then sent to Con- 
gress which, in January, must 
open and count them in the pres- 
ence of both houses.

This 


Foe Insists

Reconsider Veto 


TOKYO, Feb. 18—P?—Com- 
munist truce negotiators Mon- 
day termed “intolerable” the 
United Nation command’s re- 
fusal to accept Russia as one 
of six “neutral” nations to 
supervise an armistice and de- 
manded the Allies reconsider 
their veto. 

The

cers shortly after the Reds asked 
and the United Nations agreeed to 
a 25-hour postponement of a plen- 
ary truce session scheduled for 
Monday, The Communists pre- 
sumably asked the delay while re- 
ceiving new instructions. 

UN ACCEPTED , 

Communist staff officers study- 
ing supervision of an armistice 
nominated Russia, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia as neutrals last 
week. The UN accepted the two 
satellite nations but vetoed Russia 
for what a spokesman called “ob- 
vious” reasons. The UN has 
named Norway, Switzerland and 
Sweden as its three neutrals. 

Col. Chang Chun told American 
staff officers at a 55-minute meet- 
ing of the group Monday that “if 
the Soviet Union could not be 
nominated as a neutral nation there 
would be no neutral nation at all 
existing in the world.”

17—?)—Gen. James A. Van Fleet 
said Sunday he believes America’s 
Asiatic friends should be permit- 
ted to “build and use” their own 
armies in the fight for peace and 
freedom. 


“The United States cannot carry 
the entire load,” the commander of 
the U. S. Eighth Army said in an 
exclusive interview. “We cannot 
do all the fighting everywhere in 
the world for all our friends.” 


STRENGTHENS ROKS 


Van Fleet pointed out that he 
already is building up the South 
Korean army in anticipation of the 
time when it may be called to take 
exclusive responsibility for the 
nation’s security. 

(Although Van Fleet mentioned 
only South Korea by name, hi 
remarks appeared to apply with 
special force to Nationalist China, 
which has been restrained by a 
U. S. “request” from using its 
army, air force and navy against 
the Communist-held Chinese main- 
land.) 

He made it clear that he be- 
lieves the United States should 
help other friendly nations to build 
their forces, rather than try to use

If the test in Australia is suc- 
cessful Britain will take her place 
along with the United States and 
the Soviet Union, both of which 
already have discharged atomic 
explosions, as one of. the atomic 
powers of the world, a place that 
Churchill has long thought Britain 
should rightfully have. 

Nothing was said in Sunday’s 
announcements about the nature 
of the weapon Britain is building 
—or has built. It is assumed that 
it will be a bomb, but it may well 
be one with a controlled range de- 
signed for tactical use in close 
proximity to friendly troops. 

There has been. speculation in 
the United States that Britain may 
be more advanced than the United 
States in constructing atomic 
weapons for tactical use—either to 
be dropped from aircraft or fired 
from the ground.

NICOSIA, Cyprus, Feb. 17—A 
large United States air base 
capable of handling B-36 bombers 
will be constructed soon on this 
British-ruled island as part of the 
strategic defense plan in the 
Middle East, a reliable American 
source revealed here Sunday. The 
source added that American per- 
sonnel at the base would total 
about 3,000 men. 

The site chosen is an old Royal 
Air Force base near Tymbou, a 
village about five and a half miles 
north of Nicosia, the island’s capi- 
tal, on the road leading to the 
seaport of Famagusta. 

The present runway is con- 
sidered inadequate, and will have 
to be extended 2,000 feet. Hangars, 
administrative buildings and ac- 
commodations for instruments will 
have to be erected.

Electrocuted

DOUGLASVILLE, Feb. 17— 
The mother, father and brother 
of a youngster were electrocuted 
one at a time Sunday in the 
small community of Bill Arp, 10 
miles south of here. They gave 
their lives trying to save the boy 
as the death-dealing charge of a 
sputtering high tension wire held 
him fast. 
The fifth member of the familv, 
also a child, stopped short of the 
deadly line when he saw the four 
members of his family die one 
after the other in the tragic life- 
saving attempt. 

Tommy Chapman, his wife, 

Ester, and two sons, Charles and 
Bryan all died in the electrocu- 
tion. Their bodies were taken to 
the Whitley Funeral Home here. 
Police said one of the children 
wandered into a field where a 
high tension wire had fallen. As 
he leaned to inspect the sizzling 
line it snapped him across the 
waist and electrocuted him. 
The father rushed across the 
field to save the child and died 
a few seconds later as the wire 
snapped against him.

The FBI Helps With a Cancer 


A great many persons in the United States 
deplore the centralization of power in gov- 
ernment. It is deplorable. It is increasing. 

But, if there is an honest bone in our 
bodies, let us admit there is one major reason 
for it—and just one. It is the failure.of local 
government to live up to its responsibilities, 
It is the timidity, the “I-must-be-elected- 
and - therefore - I - will - not - take - a - 
position-on-this” attitude of some few local 
officials which makes centralization neces- 
sary. It is encouraged by citizens who say, 
“Tt - may = hurt - my - business - if - I - 
take - a - public - position - and - so - [ - 
will-keep-my-mouth-shut.” 

These facts are true of the U. S. A. at 
large. 

Time was when Jefferson, Henry, Wash- 
ington and others were willing to pledge their 
property, their sacred honor and their lives 
to support a principle. But today’s slogan is, 
“Don’t quote me.”

This brings us to North Carolina and the 
Kluxers. 

It is not possible for us to conceive of any 
person aware of moral or Christian law be- 
ing a member of the Ku Klux Klan. It is 
the opposite of Christianity. It slanders the 
cross. It supports in luxury a few shrewd 
men who are able to scare, flatter, or per- 
suade other men to contribute fees to keep 
them—the organizers—living in fat without 
working a lick. Some are impressed by the 
mumbo-jumbo business of dragons, kligrips, 
night hawks, and so on, and feel important. 
They want to “join” or “belong” to something. 

Others are just afraid. They have no con- 
fidence in themselves. They feel that some- 
one—never themselves—has prevented them 
from being a success. A few sadists and brutes 
are eager to join. Some persons who run for 
office and join anything that may produce a 
few votes, also pay up. In Atlanta, for ex- 
ample, the Kluxer groups have formed a pro- 

fessional men’s chapter and a man heading a 
state bureau and a former judge have joined.

Saluting the Farmers 


Of Tomorrow—FFA 


The nation needs fatmers—good farmers 
who can make the land produce more food 
with less help and at a lower unit cost. 
Cutting the production cost while still main- 
taining a fair margin of profit, then passing 
the savings on to the consumer is the fairest 
and best method of price control. 

This week brings special emphasis na- 
tionally to an organization formed to fill the 
need for men trained to work the soil. 

Soon after Congress passed the Smith- 
Hughes Act in 1917, thus putting vocational 
agriculture into the high school curriculum, 
the Future Farmers of America was founded 
to co-ordinate and extend the activities of 
rural youth enrolled in agriculture courses. 

Since that time the growth of the FFA has 
been remarkable—330,000 members today in 
48 states, Hawaii and Puerto Rico. With 
15,338 members, almost a thousand more than 
last year, Georgia has the fifth largest state 
association. 

The FFA is a professional organization in 
the sense that its voluntary membership has 
as an objective making a profitable lifework 
out of farming. Farming has become a highly 
mechanized, a scientific business. FFA aims 
to teach a young man the science. It trains, 
too, in co-operation and leadership and in the 
principles of good citizenship. But FFA 
teaches practice as well as principle. 

In their supervised farming programs, the 
15,338 Georgia members are cultivating 50,- 
000 acres and have about $1,121,500 invested 
in their projects. They own 10,163 hogs, a 
very large percentage of them registered 
breeding stock; 2,599 dairy animals and 3,231 
beef cattle. They grew last year 5,846 acres 
of cotton, 15,902 acres of corn, 2,413 acres of 
garden and truck crops, 3,823 acres of perma- 
nent and nearly 8,423 acres of temporary 
winter pastures. 

One of those Georgia boys, Billy Howard 
of Plains, went to the FFA national conven- 
tion at Kansas City last fall and came home 
as the national vice-president. 

In this, the opening of National'FFA Week, 
Feb. 16-23, we commend this fine farm 
organization which pledges itself to this creed: 

“I believe that rural America can and 
will hold true to the best traditions in our 
national life and that I can exert an influence 
in my home and my community which will 
stand solid for my part in that inspiring task.”

They have a complete contempt for the or- 
ganizers who took their money, but they 
joined for possible votes. 

As of today the Kluxer groups are nothing. 
They are split, as fools fall out. 

They are gaining a few members. (It is 
significant that as times become a little hard, 
men will give some sleek organizer $10 to 
keep that organizer in steaks, good suits and 


_ shoes without working for them.) But, they 


don’t yet add up to more than a passel of 
suckers, minus $10 their wives and kids could 
use; a few sadists who like to beat their fel- 
low men, and a few cynical politicians who 
sigure $10 is a cheap way to buy a little 
following. 

The fact there are very few “brother- 
‘Klansmen” these latter would invite to their 
homes, trust with money, or their families, is 
ignored for expediency’s sake.

Last Saturday in Whiteville, N. C., 10 
Klansmen were arrested. They were captured 
because they. had crossed state lines in their 
long period of terror and violence. They had 
for months condemned a whole area to fear 
and to locked doors. 

They had taken the law in their own 
hands. 

They were above the law. 

Local law would not do anything about it. 
A few courageous persons, including the edi- 
tor of a weekly newspaper, worked with the 
FBI to arrest these men. One of those arrested 
was a constable. They had corrupted local 
law enforcement. 

The Klan, or klanism, is a cancer. It eats 
away the self-respect, the morality, the integ- 
rity of local government. In Milledgeville, for 
example, some boys were arrested not long 
ago after they had donned robes, reportedly 
found in their homes, and terrorized residents 
of the outlying areas of the city.

A Boys Town 
Amidst Ruins 


BERLIN—In a seven-story office building, 

formerly the business headquarters of the great 

. i Siemens and Halske electrical works in the Brit- 

ish sector of Berlin, 200 boys, waifs of the war and most of them 
from.the Russian Zone, are living in a sort of Boys Town run by Fa- 


ther August Klinski, 


a Catholic priest who has mooched and 


scrounged to keep his flock together down to now. 


It is irresistible to deal in 
comparisons in Berlin. These 
lost children are much better off 
than many others. They get 
enough to eat. There are five 
sisters of the Order of Servants 
of Mary to cook and do for 
them and eight priests super- 
vise their education and their 
moral training. They are learn- 
ing to be carpenters, shoemak- 
ers, bookbinders, priests. 

Life is bleak in any ofphan- 
age and this old building is dark 
and shadowy and naked of 
amenities. The elevator has 
broken down: and Siemens and 
Halske will not fix it for a rent 
of 3,200 marks a month, Yet 
there are outcast families living 
in old bomb shelters in Berlin 
whose condition is worse. The 
infant mortality in Berlin is 42 


per 1,000 and these families in 


the bomb shelters are heavy 
contributors to this awful total. 


There are 4,000 doctors in 
Berlin, many of whom are out 
of practice, some driving taxis 
and trams. The whole com- 
munity in the American, Brit- 
ish and French sectors, indeed 
the whole Western zone of 
Germany, dwells under an im- 
minent threat of a sudden 
attack and a repetition of the 
conduct of the Russian sol- 
diers who were turned loose 
to rape, loot and burn when, 
by a mysterious treaty not yet 
honestly revealed to the 
American people, the city was 
yielded to Josef Stalin. 


Ever since 1945 I had heard 
occasional glimpses of the ex- 
periences and works of Sister 
Mary Angelina in this home 
named for Father Boaso, an 
Italian priest who ran a-Boys 
Town in Italy 100 years ago. 
Sister Mary Angelina has a sis- 
ter in New York whose earn- 
ings almost to the last dollar go 
into this orphanage and the 
proposition is not that the boys 
are so bad off now but that they 
were homeless strays wandering 
in the ruins like alley cats when 
they were taken in. 

Sister Mary Angelina, the 
Sister Superior of the home, is 
a tiny woman with those apple 
cheeks which are characteristic 
in Germany. Her eyes, shadowed 


by a deep bonnet, are strangely 
gay when she drops the narra- 
tive of. her ordeal—the Rus- 
sians kicked 80 nuns out of a 
German military hospital in 
Silesia in one hour and set them 
afoot on the road. Tiny as she is, 
weighing not more than 100 
pounds, she says she was struck 
and some of the sisters were 


raped and some burned alive. 


There were 3,000 German 
wounded in one hospital who 
were thrown out to die in the 
streets in the days that followed. 
Nuns were put to work dragging 
bodies to the grave for burial. 


This is not intended to be an 
atrocity story. There has been 
little such stuff from the Ger- 
man side and the instinctive re- 
tort is to balance these horrors 
against Dachau and Belsen, yet 
we cannot very well abhor in- 
human conduct and ignore such 
treatment of nurses serving 
wounded men and the practical 
slaughter of the patients in their 
care, It is endless, hopeless and 
fruitless, but these stories sug- 
gest why the Russians would 
never let American correspond- 
ents or military observers cover 
their advances. 


Father Klinski scrounged old 
hospital beds in the dormitory. 
He scrounged clothing and shoes, 
and the master scrounge of all 
was his triumph in the matter of 
the bedding, Father Klinski fell 
in one day with a Captain 
Brown of the American Army 
and by nightfall Captain Brown 
had declared 200 mattresses and 
an appropriate complement of 
gray blankets and sheets to be 
surplus, and the home was an 
institution ready to go.

his community, which could use 
the services of. a_ resident 
physician, or at least a nurse. 
The Lucky dream is a center to 
which folks could go for med- 
ical advice and limited treat- 
ment without the great, often 
prohibitive,. cost of the trip to 
the big city. 

He had told me about his 
plan and he had told others. 
Then a couple of weeks ago he 
wrote to Warren Hull’s Strike 
It Rich television show, out- 
lining the Lucky concept of 
community clinics, not only at 
Snellville, but all over Georgia. 
Strike It Rich liked the slant. 
They told him to come to New 
York. 

A try at a railroad pass missed 
—our friend once worked on the 
r. r.—so the man from Snell- 
ville bought his passage to New 
York on a bus, went up there 
Tuesday, put up at the YMCA 
and made his television debut. 

He did right well, too. 

First, they asked him about 
“ewe,” was it animal, vegetable 
or mineral? He knew. Did he 
know anything about music? 
Well, he said, he knew old tunes, 
and he heard the new ones, but 


paid no attention to the names. 
So they played “Days are long 
since you went away, da-da-da, 
da-da-da. ...” and he tagged 
the World War I ballad as “My 
Buddy.” He spelled “incessant” 
correctly and he identified La- 
Fayette as the Frenchman who 
gave early America a lift. 


That gave him $160. But what 
was more important, a Mr. 
George Randing called in from 
Felton, Del., to volunteer a ce- 
ment block-making machine and 
150 forms to help build the pilot 
model of a clinic. Mr. Lucky 
had told the TV audience that 
the forms for making blocks 
were what his enterprise needed 
most. 

He came back on the train 
Friday and came into the office, 
a little whipped by the trip, but 
hat pushed back, smiling, and a 
littie smug—the week before 
I’m afraid some of us had given 
him the impression we didn’t 
think he’d ever get to New York. 

His greatest chagrin was that. 
he didn’t shoot the works and 
win that $500. They wouldn’t 
tell him the questions, but if 
he’d known he knew the an- 
swers he would have gone ahead 
and won the pot. 


He went out to Columbia Uni- 
versity and saw the doctors 
there, including Dr. Joe Shipp 
who grew up in Lucky’s native 
Tuscaloosa-Northport, Ala., area. 
But the Columbia doctors are 
pretty well tied up and can’t do 
much about a project in Snell- 
ville, Ga. 

Some day R. D. Lucky’s apt 
to have that clinic, though, and 
when he does, he’ll have cause 
to look more smug than ever.

The Atom Bomb 
And Football 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn.—I’m a bloke who is con- 
stantly amazed by the dogged universality of 
sports. The bewilderment comes, I guess, from 

living around the major leagues too long. Makes a bum insular. 
This place, for instance. Oak Ridge changed the course of mankind. 
It grew from wilderness into the fifth largest city in Tennessee in a 
little over two years. It grew because what it housed—machines to 
control the atom—would forever after guide the destiny of the 
world, and they had to be built in a hurry. 


A man named Uncle Sam, 
represented here at one time by 
80,000 workers and the greatest 
scientists in the world, waved a 
wand over this hill country 
where nothing had happened be- 
fore, and there magically ap- 
peared Oak Ridge, with plants 
that make Willow Run look 
like a basement tool shop. 


The installations, assigned 
generally to the fantastic task 
of extracting the explosive .07 
per cent of the total number of 
otherwise placid atoms in pure 
uranium, were purposely built 
in three separate valleys. The 
reason was thought-provoking. 
There was a chance that one 
of them would explode with a 
force far beyond description, 
and it was hoped that the 
intervening hills would blunt 
the awful blow and save at 
least a few thousand of the 
people on the other side. 


Here came men (and they still 
do) who live in a world of 
mathematical equations so re- 
mote that they cannot even 
speak them to one another, but 
must fill a huge blackboard with 
their mystic dreams—for others 
to mull over. They would not 
eat in the community dining 
room, incidentally, until the gov- 
ernment installed blackboards. 

Here is another world, a 
world as ghostly and eerie as the 
disturbing blue light which the 
uranium fuel gives off when it 
is spit out by the atomic pile we 
watched the other day. 

It is a world that seems as re- 
mote from sports as the earth 
is from Jupiter. 

And yet there’s as much talk 
about Oak Ridge High School’s

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State Laboratory Chief 


Gives Lowdown on Rabies 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


Anger and fear were mingled on the face of an attractive young 
bride as she walked into the state laboratory here recently to find 
out if she should take antirabies shots. 


“T’ve been bitten .. .” she ex- 
tending a wounded finger. 

E. L. Webb, associated director 
of the division of laboratories, 
Georgia Department of Public 
Health, looked at the finger sym- 
pathetically and inquired: 


“What bit you? A dog?” 
“A two-legged dog,” the bride 
retorted bitterly. 


Webb asked for more details. 

The young woman related that 
she had been sharing kitchen fa- 
cilities with another woman, Then 
suddenly learned that the wom- 
an was her husband’s ex-wife, 

“We got in a fight,” she ex- 
plained, “and she... bit me!’ 


MAD WOMAN NOT RABID 


Webb immediately reassured 
the woman that she would not get 
rabies from the bite. He said the 
woman who attacked her “may 
have been ‘mad’—but she did not 
have hydrophobia.” 

Webb and E. J. Sunkes, direc- 
tor of laboratories, say that inci- 
dent is but one of many amusing 
inquiries received about rabies— 
and rabies treatment. They noted 
that many people don’t realize that 
rabies can be transmitted only 
when the saliva of a rabid ani- 
mal or person is injected beneath 
the skin of another animal or 
person. . 

Sunkes recalled an inquiry 
from a Georgian who had killed 

rabid fox, He said the man had 
aaa off the ears of the fox so that 
he could collect the bounty of- 
fered by his .county for foxes. 
PICKED TEETH WITH KNIFE 

“The man told me he later 
picked his teeth with the same 
knife he had used to cut off the 
ears of the dead fox,” Sunkes re- 
lated. “Then he got scared that 
he might have contracted rabies. 
We told him he could not get the 
rabies virus from blood—oniy 
from saliva—and there was no 
need for him to take antirabies 
vaccine.” 

Sunkes said the head of 1,080 
animals were examined in the 
four state laboratories last year 
—and 309 or 28.6 per cent of them 
were found to be rabid.

Schima told police he found a 
vacuum-cleaner hose running 
from the car’s exhaust pipe into a 
rear window. Schima said he 
opened the car doors and gave 
the man artificial respiration. 

Sgt. Hause said the army officer 
officer had probably been dead 
for several hours when Schima 
found him, 

Mrs, Regan told the detectives 
her husband “had been extremely 
nervous” since the end of World 
War II, She said they attended a 
party Saturday night, arriving 
home in the early morning to cook 
breakfast with some friends who 
had accompanied them. 

Mrs. Regan was quoted by po- 
lice as saying when she awoke 
Sunday morning and did not see 
the car she was not alarmed since 
“the colonel often went for a drive 
about 5 a. m.—wusually to the Fort. 

CID investigator Joseph Smith 
at Ft. McPherson told a reporter: 
“ET cannot say anything about* the 
case. Not about his army record, 
or anything else at all.”

She is pert, blond Miss Mar- 
garet Gleeson who is fulfilling her 
life-long desire for a “world tour.” 
Miss Gleeson, born of British par- 
ents and schooled by English tu- 
tors, styles herself a New Zeal- 
ander without reservation. 

At home she is the youngest 
director for one of the country’s 
largest department stores. She is 
buying for her firm as her tour 
takes her around the world. 

She has in her own words “been 
treated like royalty” since she left 
New Zealand late in October, 
1950. She took her car with her 
to Australia where she saw that 
sister commonwealth celebrate 
her 150th anniversary. The car 
was sent home, and Miss Gleeson 
went to India by way of Ceylon.

place as a world leader long ago. 


FAILED IN '20’s_ 

“If we had lived up to our 
international responsibilities as a 
nation in, aie 1920's, if we had 
joined ‘the League of Nations, 
much of: the tragedy’ and suffer- 
ing of our generation might well 
have been avoided,” he said. 

Mr. Truman defended the rec- 
ord of the UN, particularly the 
intervention in Korea, but warned 
that it may face “new dangers” 
in the years ahead. 

“While the forces of aggres- 
sion have been checked, they may 
burst forth again,” he said. “In 
the future, the United Nations 
may be challenged even more 
seriously than it has been ijn the 
past.” 

MOODY SPEAKS | 

Mr. Truman was backed up by 
Sen. Blair. Moody (Dem., Mich.), 
who told a meeting of the asso- 
ciation that isolationism “is dead” 
and the UN is the only instrument 
for an enduring peace. 

Moody admitted that the UN 
has “made mistakes” in its for- 
eign policy but that its present 
course is “the great rock of 
strength for good in the world.” 

Moody said he was “as certain 
as one can be of anything in this 
life that the American people 
will reject anyone, whoever he 
may be, who would turn back 
the clock.” 


The UN association opened its 
second annual “United States 
Responsibility for World Leader- 
ship Conference,” whigh will end 
Tuesday. Dr. Ralph Bunche is 
scheduled to address the session 
Tuesday night.

The committee said there were 
no known Communists or sub- 
versives on the university. faculty 
and upheld classroom freedom for 
all professors, “except those who 
use it to destroy individual liberty 
or to overthrow by violence. our 
democratic form of government.” 

It also reported that religious 
life at the school has become 
deeper, richer and stronger in re- 
cent. years, despite charges that 
irreligion.and atheism have been 
fostered. 

The university’s statement was 
prepared by an advisory commit- 
tee appointed by President A. 
Whitney Griswold last summer 
after an outburst of criticism by 
alumni about views expressed by 
faculty both on and off 
the campus, Some graduates even

Even though grapefruit halves 
are so common, many times 
they are not sectioned so they 
can be eaten with ease. We 
recommend a handy little knife 
just for this purpose. Halve 
the fruit, then cut around each 
section loosening the fruit from 
the membrane. Do not cut 
around the entire outer edge 
of the fruit. It is best to. cli 
out the core, too. 

For fresh grapefruit juice, buy 
the small size fruit and ream 
them as you do oranges. 


For salads and fruit cups, peel 
it like an apple (take care with 
the knife; grapefruit are so 
much bigger). Remove all the 
white membrane. Then remove 
section by section, over a bowl 
so that you cateh all the juice. 
Combine with greens, or with 
seafood, or other canned fruits 
for salads. Use with fish, ham 
or pork as a garnish.

To Nutritional Lack 


I had intended to. say, in the 
talk about the pyorrhea vagary 


| the other day that trouble 


known as pyorrhea, in my opin- 
ion, is not a specific disease but 
a manifestation of physical de- 
generation due- to nutritional 
deficiency. | 

That I, a newspaper quack, 
have the temerity to express an 
opinion or advance a _ theory 
about pyorrhea infuriates: many 
dentists. But before they indite 
any unprintable protests to edi- 
tors or publishers about my car- 
ryings-on they might learn 
something of advantage to their 
patients .by reading the late 
great Dr. Weston A. Price’s 
classic “Nutrition and. Physical 
Degeneration” and make a voy- 
age to Tristan da Cunha or at 
least familiarize themselves with 
the reports of dentists, physi- 
cians and other scientific ob- 
servers who have seen the in- 
comarably fine teeth of the 
people there. 

Fifty years ago when the med- 
ical profession realized that the 
traditional concept of chronic 
joint trouble—rheumatiz due to 
“exposure” to cold and damp— 
made less and less serise as our 
knowledge increased. So they 
tried to drop the name rheuma- 
tism and began to label chronic 
joint disability arthritis instead. 

This sounded more scientific 
and indeed it impressed the cus- 
tomers. 

Arthritis means join inflam- 
mation. In most cases there is 
little or no evidence. of inflam- 
thation at any stage—but- no 
matter, the new name put. the 
doctors away out ahead again, 
and as I infer from correspon- 
dence with people in all walks 
of life, the ve are still 
maintaining a safe lead by be- 
guiling patients with such 
phony diagnoses as “rheuma- 
toid arthritis,” “hypertrophic 
arthritis,’ “antropic arthritis,” 
“metabolic arthritis,” ‘“osteo- 
arthritis,” arthritis deformans,” 
“infectious arthritis” and the 


e. 

One recognized authority at 
the beginning of his book says 
“our first concern ... is to 
classify it ...on an etiological 
basis. At present, however, the 
tiology (cause) “of all types 
of arthritis is. not definitely 
known. For the time being, 
therefore, we must adopt a pre- 
sumptive ...” In other words. 
as long as you customers pay 
well we'll guess what ails you 
and what to do about it. 

Not definitely known, the man 
says. That adverbis unbearably 
irksome, whether it is used to 
sell cigarettes or help a strug- 
gling author pad his book. If 
the cigarettes smoke is less ir- 
ritating or the cause of joint 
trouble is not known, why not 
say so without betraying uncer- 
tainty or doubt about it? 

I’d rather lead up to it grad- 
ually, but that is too difficult 
in the space I have here, so T’ll 
say right now: In my opinion— 
remember I’m no authority— 
chronic rheumatiz or arthritis 
is a manifestation of physical 
degeneration due to nutritional 
deficiency. 

Having answered the rheu- 
matism riddle in a. sentence, I 
shall next deal with the pyor- 
rhea problem. In my opinion 
pyorrhea alveolaris or Rigg’s 
disease of periodontoclasia or 
chronic atrophic alveolitis or 
ging:vitis expulsica is a mani- 
festation of physical degenera- 
tion due to nutritional defici- 
ency.

KNOW YOUR GEORGIA-__By C. J. Holleran 


Can You 


Beat It? 


For those who like to explore the thinking and actions of man- 
kind, one chapter of Georgia history presents a strange and baffling 
series of incidents that should fascinate them. When Oglethorpe and 
the Trustees requested permission of King George II to establish the 
colony of Georgia, they laid great stress on their desire to rehabili- 
tate the unfortunates who were languishing in the English debtors’ 
prison. They emphasized that their charitable souls would never 
rest until they had founded a haven of hope where liberty and jus- 
tice would give refuge to those and other deserving men who, due 
to economic conditions in England, were being drawn into the ines- 
capable net of debt and penal servitude. In 1733 the grateful set- 
tlers had scarcely set foot on American soil, before the hammers 

_ and saws of the Trustees’ laborers were busy building prisons that 
were described as “better calculated to be Spanish dungeons than 
English prisons.” The devil’s own instruments of. torture were 
quickly installed. Cruel leg and arm chains, branding irons, whip- 
ping posts and the infamous ducking chairs. And, lo and behold, 
a debtors’ prison with cells awaiting those who could not pay! The 
sentences were vicious and extreme. Even the expression on a 
man’s face was a “criminal act” sufficient to bring him to trial. 
Here is one example. When Capt. Jos. Watson, a young officer of 
fine character, made a remark that was considered detrimental to 
the Georgia authorities, he was brought to trial and the Trustees’ 
bailiff (who acted as judge) forced the jury, against its will, to pro- 
claim-him a. lunatic! His plea to make bond was ignored and he 
was thrown into a dungeon where he was confined for 3 years with- 
out even being sentenced. Although the population of Georgia was 
small by comparison to the other colonies, it is believed that there 
was more inhuman punishment in the “colony of liberty” than in ‘the
